Tt is true, that the safe policy is at last in- 
evitably the -heapone But, thoagh chronome- 
tere are a positive necessity in the management of 
8 railroad train, there are other requisites to the 
security of travel, which it behooves al! compa- 
nies to incorporate into their systems. The 
present agitativn of public opipion in reference 
to the danger of steam locomotion, presents « 
favorable opportunity for the directors of rail- 
roads, ke , to adopt such stringent regulations, 
even af the sacrifice of speed, as may be deemed 
necessary to future safety; and if, in pursuance 
of these regulations, they shall encounter the 
opposition of rash or careless men, the event 
will settle the question of « where lies the re- 
sponsibility r”” 

We have before suggested that legislation ia 
reterence to railway sccidents, though it may 
establish penalties, cannot losure exemption 
from casuatties. Legislation may fix the value 
of ao arm, « leg, or « life, but it canmot prevent 
& tree being prostrated by lightning across « 
track, nor can it provide against a bhuodred 
other forteitous calamitees which no bum 
dom may foresre. A law which should dict 
damages for every railroad mishap, without 
bd jon of cire would be mani- 
festly unjust; because extenuating evidence 
can often be adduced in investigation of apps 
rent blame. The fact of @ citizen being a di 
rector or stockholder in « railway company, 
ought vot to render bim liable to suffer for 
every casualty that tates place on the road, 
without dirtivetion of causes. Therefore s law 
which should arbitrarily eward damages tor 
every loss of life or limb occasioned by colli- 
sion, explosion, ete , on s road, would be « 
most oppressive and unjastenactment As wel! 
might the manufacturers or patentees of barning 
@uid be held responsible for the myriads of 
accidents that are constantly transpiring from 
the careless use of this inflammable article. It 
is not, then, the province of legislation to esta 
blish new and arbitrary punishments or penal- 
ties proportioned to injury | for our laws already 
provide for suits at law for demages im a! 
of persona! maltreatment, to be adjodged ac 
ording to evidence and fect. Bat it is the pro 
vince and duty of oer legislators to ene! that 
certain regulations and req virements shall com 
stitue 8 system of railway management, by which 
ail companies shail be bound, and with which 
the public mast rest satisfied. And this rystem 
need be neither oppressive nor complicated 

In the first place, security to railway travel 
demands srwight reads. By far the majority 
of accidents arise from cullis'on upos carves 
Therefore the Grat demand upon the managers 
of railroads ix to “ make their paths straight,” 
so far that at least a mi'e of clear track can be 
always in sght from the engine 

Secondly, every road should be provided 
with a proper { signal.men and bridge- 
tenders, in alternate gangs, the requisite now 
ber to be ascerteined by law, efter survey of the 
features of the road, its comparative liability to 
accidents, etc 

Thirdly, the conductor should be en officer 
of the most positive responsibility, and upon 
bim should devolve mo other charge save the 
conduct of the train. He shoald ccoupy 6 po 
sitive suffic.ently elevated to overluok the cars 
end tack, and should be able to communicate 
jastactaneoudy with the locomotive, so as to 
warn the engineer of danger, or direct his rate 
of speed, ete. He should have nothing to do 
with ticket-taking, which duty ought to be 
confieed to another employee of the reed. He 
should be beld responsible for the safety of the 
train from al! obstrections o the track, running 
of, or collision. Of course, an explosion, col 
lapes, or other local casualty, relates peculiarly 
to the engineer's daty. 

The three requsites above suggested, which 
are slready more or lees io use at the present 
tume, should be made general, because they are 
obvious safeguards against accidents. (ther

To show how pros- 
perous it was, we need only state that the Jews 
then clustered at Newport like bees upon a 
tulip tree—but now there is not a Jew in the 
town. The British early took possession of the 
island, and held it fer years, cutting down near- 
ly all the large trees for fuel, aod driving all its 
trade to New York, Boston, &c. And, although 
Unele Sam has now an excellent fort at New- 
port, still the town and the « palatial” resi- 
deaces aforesaid, lie mach too well exposed to 
acannon ball or bomb-shell to make the pre- 
sence of an enemy's feet at all pleasant or de- 
sirable. Doubtless, a cannonade of the town 
would be a very pretty sight for lovers of the 
petures jue, bat such things are better coptem- 
plated in the mind's eye, or'on the canvass, or 
at «@ respectable distance—distance being « 
great object to one who would get a comforta- 
ble point of view of sucha phenomeson.

The general style of living and the heavy ex- 
penditare In New York has no parallel either 
in this country or im Europe, in the same rank 
and class of society. It is, to be eure, far ex- 
ccooded by the immensely rich nobility of Eng- 
land, bat the beakers, merchants and treders of 
England are very far exceeded ia their style 
of living and personal expenses by the corres- 
ponding classes of this city. There is also here 
an absurd rivalry on this subject. The man 
with $50,000 wishes to live on « footing with 
his neighbor who bas $190,000; this latter with 
another who bas sceamalat-d $500,000; and 
this later again with the millionaire of the Fifth 
Avenue. This disposition and the proctice of 
it i» exhibited in every form by the men, in 
their town and country houses, in their furni 
tare, fast horses, and the splendor of their die- 
ners, and the quality and price of their wines; 


and the general desire of show and parade ex- 
tends not only te their weddings, but even to 
their fanerais and “the habiliments of woe.’’ 

The rich men are, with some few exceptions, 
the great men of New York; and though « 
Hamilton or « King, « Webster or an Everett, 
would be fully and properly appreciated by 
very many in this city, still a large majority 
would regard with more deference, and treat 
with a greater degree of respect and attention 
some noodle who had million of United States 
six per cent. stock standing in his name. 

There is also in New York, a » amd it 
may be called a vulgar practice to estimate or tell 
the cost of everything. If you are at a ball ora

THE POET MOORE AT THE FALLS 
OF NIAGARA. 

In the «Memoirs, Journal and Correspon- 
dence of Thomas Moore, edited by Lord John 
‘ * (who bas given an eloquent and 
beautiful delineation of the character of the 
poet,) we find the following account of Moore's 
vot to the Falls of Niagara, in a letter to his 
mother 





“ Niacama, July 24th, 1804 

“My Dearest M rt, I have seen the Falls, 
and am al! rapture and amazement. I cannot 
give you a better idea of what I have felt than 
by transeribing what | wrote off hastily in my 
journal on returning 

“* Arrived at Chippewa, within three mil: s 
of the Falls, on Satorc July 21st, to dinser 
That evening walked towards the Fall, bat got 
no farther than the Kapids, which gave us a 
prelibation of the grandeur we had to expect 
Next day, Sunday, July 22nd, went to visit the 
Falls. Never shall I forget the impression | 
felt at the first glimpse of them, which we got 
as the carriage passed over the hill that over 
looks them. We were not near enough to be 
agitated by the terrific effects of the seeme ; bat 
saw through the trees this mighty flow of waters 
descending with calm magnificence, and receiv-

An Ohio correspondent of the N. Y. 
gives us the following valuable facts in favor of 
drilling grain. He says: 

In order that those who are disposed to heed 
facts may have some information in regard to

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when the wheat began to pet forth heads, the 
field waa an object of much speculation. Many 
said the broadcast was as good as the drilled, but 
those who carefully examined the grain, proved 
that the drilled wheat was growing regularly — 
that of the broadcast irregularly. Harvest 


was a yield of forty-three bushels to the aero 
from the halt sown broadcast a yield of shsrty- 
twe bushels to the acre, showing an advantage 
Of clewen bushels to the acrein favor of drill- 
tng. 

Se well satisfied with this experiment was 
Mr. Sickman, that the following season, in 
order to get drilling introduced among his 
neighboring farmers, he offered to purchase a 
Drill worth seventy-five dollars, for one of 
them if, out of thirty-five acres he had to put 
in wheat, be would sow one acre broadcast, 
sad Drill the residue, and give him (Mr. 8.) 
what grain was gained over that sown broad- 
cast.

thirty-five acres of wheat the first year, and 
when he harvested he stated that he was willing 
to certify that on his farm the Drill had paid 
for Ktee!f. 

Mr. Molan, of the same county, at a political 
convention in Harrisville, last summer, de- 
clared toa number of the farmers there col- 
lected, that be put in his wheat, corn and oats 
with a Drill, and that he would not be without 
one for three times its cost, because it had 
fairly increased his crops more than one-third. 
For support of Mr. Sickman, Mr. Napp, and 
Mr. Molan’s experience, I can refer to Jacob 
Shook, of Wayne County, Isaac Smoker, of 
Asbiand County, Squire Hilderbrandt, an ox- 
tensive farmer of Stark County, (whe plants 
two hundred seres of wheat annually,) John 
Shaw, of Summit County, H. C. Kingsbury, of 
Medina County, John Fulton, of Richland 
County, and others; and I could particularly 
cite other tests, if necessary. To any one who 
wishes to make direct inquiries, I can give the 
names of over a hundred farmers in Wayne, 
Stark, Medina, Ashland and Richland Counties, 
who urge all farmers, even those who only 
plant twelve acres of wheat, to bay Drills, be- 
Ceuse, atthe very best, they will warrart « 
yield of three bushels to the acre over that 
sown broadcast, which will make th'rty-six 
bushels of wheat otherwise lost; and thirty- 
six bushels of wheat, even at fifty cents a 
bushel, is & good investment for seventy, -five 
dollars, at whieh the highest priced Drills ma 
hufactured in Ohio are solid. 

Whee ground has been ploughed once and 
harrowed once, it is ready for drilling. Twelve 
acres may be easily drilled ina day, by une 
hand with one team, and a seven tube Drill. If 
anine tube drill is used, one team will put in 
eighteen acres a day 

The seed is all deposited three and a half 
inches below the surface, in rows eight Inches 
apart, at the rate of ove and a half bushels of 
seed to the acre 

Dritled wheat is not easily picked up by the 
fowls, as broadcast may be. Last fall, during 
seeding, the pigeons were very plenty in North 
ern Ohio. Farmers reported that sportemen 
had poor tuck watching grain flelds where the 
wheat had been drilled, but flelds sown broad. 
cast were covered with them. 

Drilled wheat, it has been thoroughly ascer 
tained, is not winter-killed as often as that 
sown broadcast. Being evenly deposited, and 
well covered, it standsdrought better than broad- 
ts having a firmer hold im the 
ground, the stalks are » t so liable to be thrown 
flown; and for the * reason, In seasons 
when the fly makes havoc in broadcast wheat, 
that drilled is but slightly imjured, if at all 
Standing in rows, through which there is a 
free cirealation of light and air, in wot seasons 
drilled wheat is never so seriously injured by 
rust as bre ast, and because light and sir 
have unimpeded opportunity to nourish the 
stalk and the grain, while the roots lie deep in 
the ground, and sustain the stalk erect. It is 
rarely found that « head of drilled wheat bas 
less than six rows, and it is seldom that the 
kernets are not more plump than adjoining felds 
of broadcast sown. 

When farmers cxamine their broadcast wheat, 
they find that the tall stalks having heads with 
six rows, are firmly rooted in the ground, with 
the roots well covered. They then nataraily 
reason, that if every stalk were as well planted, 
the yield of grain would evidently be much 
larger. 

Now, if by drilling, every seed can be well 
planted, and ail the stalks grow as firmly as the 
beet ones in the broadcast field, why is there 
not @ great advantage in drilling over broad. 
cast? 

That is just what farmers who have thorough. 
ly experimented, claim for the drill. Some who 
see the advantage, will not have anything to do 
with machinery, which takes all the work away 
from the poor man. 

They have but narrow ideas of the power of 
steam, which drives the press, the locomotive, 
the ship; that defies wind aod wave; or the 
machinery that does away the flail, the hand 
loom, and the hand-miil 

A good Drill is not out of service when the 
wheat is plasted. In the spring he can plant 
his cats and his corg. There is no better corn 
planter than e good Drill, The seed is regu- 
larly planted in hills three feet apart, or it may 
be dropped in rows, each kernel cight inches 
from its pearest neighbor. Many farmers claim 
that it is best to plant corm so that each stalk 
shall stand sluwe, instead of being crowded 
with three or four others in a hill, all of which 
draws sustenance from a few jnches of ground 

When planted in Drills instead of Mills, the 
ears are not shaded, the stalks are thriftier and 
more often bear two ears than when growing 
too neighborly, asin the common practice of 
billing Corn. 

When the farmer Drills bis corn he can throw 
away hoes; for the corm he cultivated with the 
same machine, the tubraof the Drill having 
been replaced by cultivator teeth. In North. 
ora bio, seven or eight diferent descriptions 
of Dril's are advantageously ewployed. They 
are sold at prices ranging from fifly to seventy- 
five dollars 

Next fall there will be leas wheat sown broad 
cas: ia Northern Ubio, thaw ever before. In 
telligent farmers will sot think of acatlering 
wheat over the ground by hand, after once 
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than in the spring, for ox teams may 
living im the very lot #hich they work on, and

It ts our practice te sow one peck of herds. 
grass and two or three pecks of red-top per 
acre—and in addition, where the soil is saita.

LAYING OUT SURFACES. 

A few simple rules are oftentimes convenient 
to those who are not conversant with surveying 
operations; a writer in The Western Horticul- 
tural Kevirw has communicated to that work 
some very good ones, some of which we copy, 
and to which we add a few others: 

Te day out am Acre in a Circle.—First fix & 
centre, and with « rope as « redius, seven rods, 
three links, and three-cights long, one end at- 
tached to the ceatre and kept uniform!y stretch- 
ed, the sweep of it at the other end will lay out 
the acre. 

For one quarter of an acre, & rope three rods, 
and feurteen links wil! be the right length. 

For one-eighth of ag acre, a rope two rods 
and thirteen links will be enough. 

Te lay out om Blipse or Uval.—Set three 
stakes in « triangular position. Around these 
stretch a rope. Take away the stake af the 
apex of the triangle, «hich will be where the 
side of the oval is to come; move the stake 
along against the rope, keeping it tight, and it 
will trace out the oval. 

A square to contain an cere, or just one bun- 
dred and sixty rods, should have cach of its 
sides just twelve rods, ten fect and seven tenths 
long. 

Te Draw en Oval of « Given Size—The long 
and the short diameters being given, say twen- 
ty feet for the shorter, and one hundred for the 
loager, divide the short diameter into any num- 
ber of equal parts, say ten, aad from each point 
draw « line parallel to the long diameter; thea 
divide the long diameter into the same number 
of equal parts, (ten) and from each point draw 
& line parsilel to the short diameter. Then 
draw « line from pcint to point where each cor 
responding line cuts the other, on the outside, 
and this connecting mark will describe the oval 
or ellipse required.— Alasme Farmer.
